If th« 
guardian* of the poor of St. M»ry-]e-buce, 
id on Id succeed in their praiaeworthy ob- 
ject, there can be no doubt thai St. 
George's, St. James's, and Si, Pancrai, 
and many other parifhea in and out of 
London, wili imraeiliiilely act upun the 
valuable precedent, and eventually an ei- 
ttnaive immigration might be aecurtd lo us, 
from this source alone. We hare above 
exclusively treated the subject, a* a 
mere "labour quettton ;" but how much 
more inte retting does it become, when we 
look at it in a moral point of view 1 
when we contrast in our imagination, (he 
condition of the young apprentice*, in 
their lift of hard toil, and misery, and 
tnakr-sh ft, in the starving lower clata of 
London life, — with the easy labour, com-
